thAPlIn  ^honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  Middlesbrough  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 

Department  for  the  year  1942. 


In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
the  report  is  a  brief  one.  Details  of  the  more  important  develop¬ 
ments  are  given,  together  with  essential  vital  statistics. 


lour  attention  is  respectfully  drawn  to  the  analysis  of  the 
vital  statistics.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Birth  Rate  is  maintained 
at  a  high  level,  the  Death  Rate  shows  a  pleasing  reduction,  but 
this  is  still  considerably  higher  than  the  corresponding  rate  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  still  higher 
than  it  should  be  and  every  effort  will  be  made  so  far  as  this 
Department  is  concerned  to  attempt  to  reduce  it. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  shows  a  slight  increase  as  compared 
with  1941  which  was  the  lowest  on  record.  The  Cancer  death 
rate  remains  much  as  before. 

Apart  from  the  unnecessarily  high  incidence  of  Diphtheria 
of  which  reference  is  made  in  the  section  on  Diphtheria  Immun¬ 
isation,  the  only  point  requiring  comment  in  relation  to  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  the  outbreak  of  Bacillary  Dysentery 
during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year.  Pull  details  are  given 

as  to  this  outbreak  and  the  successful  efforts  which  were  made 
to  combat  it. 
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As  regards  Tuberculosis  there  were  253  new  notifications  as 
compared  with  247  for  1941.  There  were  only  166  deaths  however, 
criving  a  Death-rate  of  1.34  as  compared  with  202  deaths  in  1941, 
giving  a  Death-rate  of  1.59  for  that  year.  The  year  saw  the  opening 
of  the  new  Poole  Joint  Sanatorium  and  in  May  the  first  few  cases 
were  admitted  from  Middlesbrough.  Further  beds  are  soon 
expected  to  be  available  for  suitable  cases. 

An  increase  has  to  be  recorded  in  the  number  of  cases  dealt 
with  at  the  Venereal  Disease  Treatment  Centre. 

Your  Health  and  Hospital  Services  have  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily  in  spite  of  wartime  difficulties.  These  are  essential 
Services  which  must  be  maintained  in  addition  to  the  extra 
wartime  obligations  in  relation  to  Hospitals  and  the  Civil  Defence 
Casualty  Service  which  the  Department  has  shouldered.  In  this 
connection  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  various  branches  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  co-operation  and  efficient  and  loyal  service. 

The  work  of  the  Department  during  the  first  half  of  the  year 
was  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  my  predecessor  and 
I  should  like  to  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  to  all  Members  of  the  Council  my  gratitude 
for  the  confidence  which  they  have  imposed  in  me,  and  for  their 
interest  and  support.

ANALYSIS  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

(1)  The  estimated  civilian  population  for  1942  is  123,900  which 
is  2,200  less  than  for  1941. 

(2)  The  number  of  live  births  is  2,468,  a  decrease  of  174  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  birth-rate  is  much 
higher  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales. 

(3)  The  number  of  deaths  is  128  less  than  in  1941. 

(4)  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  2.25  per  1,000  as  compared 

with  1.85  for  1941.  It  bears  favourable  comparison  however 
with  the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which 
is  2.01  per  1,000 

(5)  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  is  217,  2  less  than 
in  1941. 
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(6)  The  death-rate  of  infants  under  one  year  per  thousand  live 
births  is  79  as  compared  with  76  for  1941  and  49  for  England 
and  Wales. 

(7)  In  1942,  150  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  as  compared 
with  114  in  1941  and  544  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified 
as  compared  with  557  in  1941. 

There  were  420  cases  of  Measles  in  1942  as  compared  with 
2,544  in  1941  and  388  cases  in  1940.

TREATMENT  OF  CONTRIBUTORS  TO  VOLUNTARY 

HOSPITALS. 

In  September  the  agreement  between  the  Corporation  and 
the  Voluntary  Hospitals  (North  Riding  Infirmary  and  North 
Ormesby  Hospital)  in  respect  of  the  treatment  of  contributors 
to  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  in  the  Municipal  Hospital  for  a  payment 
of  30/-  per  case  was  extended  to  cover  all  subscribers  to  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals  ordinarily  or  normally  resident  in  the  County 
Borough '  of  Middlesbrough  who  are  treated  in  the  Municipal 
Hospital  whether  or  not  prior  application  had  been  made  to  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals. 

This  agreement  relieves  the  contributor  of  any  financial 
obligation  for  treatment  in  the  Municipal  Hospital,  and  is  evidence 
of  the  co-operation  in  Municipal  and  Voluntary  Hospital  admin¬ 
istration  which  is  so  essential  in  the  best  interests  of  the  town. 
If  full  advantage  is  taken  thereof  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  work 
of  the  Hospitals  in  the  area  will  be  more  evenly  distributed.

The  number  of  midwives  who  notified  their  intention  to 
practise  in  Middlesbrough  in  January,  1942,  was  37.  This  number 
included  12  employed  at  the  Municipal  Maternity  Hospital  and 
2  at  the  General  Hospital.

Increased  use  is  being  made  of  the  accommodation  at  the 
Maternity  Hospital  partly  as  a  result  of  wartime  conditions  and 
partly  as  a  result  of  the  increasing  desire  amongst  mothers  to 
have  their  babies  in  Hospital. 

Ihe  accommodation  available  has  been  fully  utilised  and 
additional  accommodation  could  be  put  to  excellent  use.  but 
wartime  restrictions  on  building  materials  and  labour,  prevent 
the  provision  of  additional  beds.  The  matter  is  constantly  in 
the  minds  of  all  concerned  and  as  soon  as  building  re- commences 
active  consideration  will  be  given  to  extending  the  Maternity 
Hospital  bed  and  nursing  staff  accommodation. 

Ante-natal  Clinics. 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  the  Maternity  Hospital  four 
mornings  a  week.  Patients  booked  for  delivery  "at  the  Hospital 
attend  regularly  throughout  the  pregnancy  as  required  by  the 
Medical  Officer  who  takes  the  Clinic.  Women  who  will  be  attended 
at  home  for  their  confinement  by  municipal  or  private  midwives 
are  also  seen  in  conjunction  with  the  booked  hospital  cases  on 
four  mornings  a  week  at  the  Maternity  Hospital. 

In  the  case  of  the  latter,  should  any  medical  treatment  be 
necessary  or  any  abnormality  be  diagnosed  or  suspected,  a  note 
is  sent  advising  the  patient’s  own  midwife  of  the  fact  and  if 
necessary,  recommending  the  calling  in  of  the  patient’s  own  doctor. 
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In  addition  to  the  Maternity  Hospital  clinics,  four  Sessions 
are  held  each  month  in  the  North  Ormesby  and  American  Red 
Cross  Centres,  each  Centre  having  two  Sessions  per  month.

The  unmarried  mothers  have  the  same  facilities  for  advice 
and  treatment  as  the  married  mothers. 
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Convalescent  Homes. 

The  Sister  Purvis  Holiday  Home  at  Carlton-in-Cleveland  is 
maintained  by  some  of  the  members  of  the  Voluntary  Committee 
at  the  Elizabeth  Purvis  Centre  and  a  number  of  mothers  and 
babies  spend  two  weeks  there  in  the  summer  months. 


Health  Visitors. 

There  are  seven  whole  time  Health  Visitors  and  one  Super¬ 
intendent  Health  Visitor  employed  in  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Department.  Their  duties  include  home  visiting,  attend¬ 
ance  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  Diphtheria  Immunisation  visits 
and  Clinics  for  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  any  other  duties 
appertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  nursing  mother  and  child  up 
to  the  age  of  five. 

Each  Health  Visitor  is  allocated  an  area  and  she  visits  each 
notified  birth  in  that  area  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  midwife 
has  ceased  attending.  She  visits  infants  under  one  year  at  regular 
intervals  and  makes  periodic  visits  to  toddlers. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  responsibilities  of  Health  Visitors 
and  the  importance  of  expert  care  and  advice  for  mothers  and 
young  children,  it  was  recommended  in  December,  that  additional 
Health  Visitors  be  appointed  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  agreed  that  the  number  of  Health  Visitors  be  increased 
to  10  in  addition  to  the  Superintendent,  as  from  the  1st  April,  1943. 

Much  benefit  will  result  from  the  increased  staff  thus  provided, 
the  Health  Visitors’  areas  can  be  readjusted  and  each  Health 
Visitor  will  be  able  to  pay  more  detailed  attention  to  the  mothers 
and  babies  in  her  area.

Wartime  Nurseries. 

During  the  year  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
Wartime  Nurseries  were  opened  as  follows  : — 

The  Institute,  Bishopton  Road — opened  22nd  June,  1942 
Accommodation  for  60  children. 

The  Settlement,  Fleetham  Place — opened  18th  May,  1942 
Accommodation  for  40  children. 

Shortly  after  this  latter  Nursery  was  opened  circumstances 
renderedit  necessary  for  the  children  to  be  transferred  temporarily 
to  an  Emergency  Nursery  at  the  Cannon  Street  Congregational 
Church  Schoolroom.  As  soon  as  certain  structural  work  is 
completed  the  children  will  return  to  Fleetham  Place. 

Full  advantage  of  these  Nurseries  has  been  taken  by  the 
mothers  employed  on  war  work  and  both  have  considerable  waiting 
lists.  The  organisation  and  supervision  of  these  Nurseries  entail 
much  hard  work  and  responsibility  on  the  Department,  especially 
with  wartime  difficulties  and  depleted  staffs.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

Mr.  T.  S.  R.  Winter,  Assoc. M. Inst.  C.E.,  A.M.Inst.W.E., 
Engineer  and  General  Manager  of  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board, 
contributes  the  following  information  concerning  the  Middles¬ 
brough  water  supply. 

The  Borough  of  Middlesbrough  is  supplied  with  water  from 
the  Tees  \ alley  Water  Board;  this  supply  is  obtained  from 
two  types  of  sources, 

(a)  A  Gravitation  Supply  from  moorland  catchment  areas 
of  30,080  acres  on  the  Rivers  Lune  and  Balder,  where 
the  large  dams  at  Grassholme,  Blackton  and  Hury 
impound  a  total  quantity  of  2,655  million  gallons  of 
water. 

(b)  Extraction  by  pumping  from  the  River  Tees  at  Broken 
Scar  Pumping  Station,  Darlington. 

Purification  is  carried  out  by  means  of  Slow  Sand  Filters.  In 
the  past  the  additional  safeguard  of  Chlorination  was  introduced 
at  Lartington  and  Broken  Scar  Pumping  Station,  and  at  present 
work  is  being  undertaken  to  instal  Ammoniation  and  Chlorination 
Plant  of  the  most  modern  type  at  all  key  points  in  the  system 
so  that  the  whole  of  the  water  going  into  supply  will  be  sterilised  ; 
with  one  exception,  this  apparatus  will  be  entirely  automatic 
in  operation. 

In  addition  to  the  small  laboratory  at  Broken  Scar  Pumping 
Station  a  new  bacteriological  and  chemical  laboratory  in  charge 
of  the  Works  Chemist  has  been  established  at  the  offices  of  the 
Board  where  routine  analyses  are  carried  out  and  a  careful 
examination  made  of  the  water  from  all  sources  of  supply.  Samples 
for  independent  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  are 
despatched  to  Dr.  E.  V.  Suckling,  M.B.,  B.S.,  D.P.H.,  of  the 
Counties  Public  Health  laboratory.

Collection. 

A  weekly  collection  is  made  from  the  34,936  inhabited  houses 
and  shops  within  the  Borough,  and  a  daily  collection  from  all 
commercial  hotels. 
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The  collection  is  made  by  24  motor  vehicles  (no  horse  labour 
being  used),  consisting  of  1  Ford  (for  Organic  Refuse),  1  Austin 
(for  Kitchen  Waste),  2  Dennis,  3  Karriers,  5  S.D.  Freighters* 

11  Scammells  and  1  Electricar. 

\ 

A  free  collection  of  2  bins  or  sacks  (not  exceeding  2  cubic  feet 
capacity)  is  made  from  all  trade  or  business  premises,  thereafter 
each  bin  or  sack  is  chargeable  at  the  rate  of  3d.  each.  The  system 
of  payment  is  by  vouchers  or  quarterly  agreements,  based  on  the 
average  amount  of  refuse  removed  weekly.  There  is  also  a  special 
charge  in  operation  for  the  collection  and/or  disposal  of  loads  of 
refuse  from  trade  or  business  premises.

-D.ePartment  has  been  working  under  extreme  difficulties 
three  Assistant  Inspectors  and  one  Inspector  for  Factories  being 
available  only.

The  total  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year 
was  3,914  compared  with  5,527  in  the  previous  year. 

Diphtheria. 

The  cases  notified  numbered  544  against  557  in  the  previous 
year.  There  were  38  deaths,  the  mortality  rate  being  0.30  per 
1,000  population. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  of  this  disease  during  the  year 
150  cases  being  notified  against  114  in  the  previous  year.  The 
cases  have  been,  on  the  whole,  of  a  mild  type. 

Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.

18  cases,  7  of  whom  died,  were  notified.

All  cases  are  visited  and  kept  under  observation  by  Nurses 
of  the  Public  Health  Department.

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Dysentery. 

Diini ig  the  year  265  cases  of  Bacilliary  Dysentery  were  notified, 
and  of  these  232  occurred  during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year 
lhese  cases  occurred  in  the  course  of  a  sharp  outbreak  which 
resulted  m  if)  to  30  cases  being  notified  per  week  for  approximately 
three  months.  The  largest  number  of  cases  notified  in  one  week 
was  34  during  the  week  ending  7th  November.  Active  steps  were 
taken  to  deal  with  the  outbreak.  General  Practitioners  were 
notified  early  in  the  outbreak  of  the  occurrence  of  the  disease, 
and  all  positive  cases  w^ere  taken  into  the  West  Lane  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital.  At  times  the  hospital  accommodation  was 
severely  taxed  but  owing  to  a  fortunately  low  incidence  of  other 
infectious  diseases  all  cases  needing  hospital  treatment  were 
admitted  All  suspicious  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  contacts  had 
their  stools  examined  bacteriologically  and  we  were  most  fortunate 
111  S(r.curm&  the  valuable  advice  and  services  of  the  Emergency 
- 1  .ic  Health  Laboratory  at  Northallerton.  Some  hundreds  of 
specimens  were  examined,  and  I  wish  to  place  on  record  the 
indebtedness  of  the  department  to  Dr.  Goldie,  the  Bacteriologist 
whose  help  and  assistance  w'ere  readily  given  and  were  of  the 
utmost  value.  Consultations  were  also  held  with  the  Regional 
Medical  Staff  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  All  cases  and  contacts 
were  visited  by  doctors,  nurses  or  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Every 
step  was  taken  to  trace  the  actual  source  and  many  samples  of 
foodstuffs  including  water  and  milk  were  taken  for  this  purpose. 
Ao  positive  results,  however,  were  obtained.  It  was  concluded 
that  whatever  the  source  of  infection  the  disease  in  the  main  was 
actua  y  spread  by  personal  contact.  Advice  was  given  to  all 
persons  concerned  in  the  handling  or  preparation  of  food  to 
consult  their  doctor  in  case  of  diarrhoea  and  no  case  w^as  allowed 
to  return  to  work  unless  proved  bacteriologically  negative  As 
a  result  of  the  active  steps  taken  to  trace  positive  cases  and  carriers 
and  the  admission  to  hospital  of  all  such  cases,  the  outbreak  was 
reduced  to  reasonable  proportions,  so  that  by  the  end  of  the  year 

the  outbreak  had  subsided,  and  only  an  occasional  case  has  been 
notified  since.

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, ,  Tt  will  be  seen  that  the  majority  of  the  cases  treated  were 
bohool  children  who  were  in  the  main  referred  from  the  School 
Umic.  Scabies  is  a  family  disease  and  it  is  certain  that  large 
numbers  of  cases  are  occurring  in  adults  and  in  children  under  5 
m  addition  to  School  children.  Some  cases  are  of  course  treated 
by  genera  practitioners,  but  in  the  main  it  does  appear  that 
School  children  only  are  being  treated,  thus  the  Scabies  problem 
IN  only  being  partially  dealt  with,  and  commonly,  children  are 
cured  and  on  return  home  are  re-infected  by  their  parents  or 
their  brothers  and  sisters  under  five  years  of  age. 

The  facilities  available  at  the  Bridge  Street  Clinic  are  limited, 
and  in  order  to  deal  with  a  larger  number  of  cases,  amongst  adults 
as  well  as  children,  additional  bathing  and  clinic  premises  are 
lequired.  The  Health  Committee  have  agreed  to  a  scheme 
pro\  iding  these  additional  facilities  at  a  Central  Skin  Clinic  and 
the  work  has  already  commenced .  When  these  new  arrangements 
are  available,  it  is  hoped  by  treating  all  the  members  of  the  family 
infected  with  Scabies  that  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  will 

nu'  im,SlUtab,e  Cases  ,the  Powers  contained  in  the  Scabies 
rder,  1941,  can  be  exercised  to  compel  patients  to  attend  for 

examination  and  treatment  and  this  can  be  done  when  the  new 
Clinic  is  opened. 

Scabies  is  not  a  notifiable  disease  and  therefore  it  is  impossible 
o  obtain  a  true  estimate  of  the  extent  of  its  occurrence  The 
numbers  shown  above  represent  cases  attending  for  treatment 
only,  and  it  may  well  be  that  larger  numbers  of  cases  will  in  future 
be  brought  to  light.  This  will  not  of  necessity  mean  an  increase 
m  the  cases  occurring,  but  actually  an  increase  in  the  cases  coming 

or  treatment  which  will  m  the  long  run  help  to  reduce  the  number 
oi  actual  cases  occurring.

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Diphtheria. 

It  will  be  seen  that  642  cases  of  diphtheria  and  9  cases  o 
laryngeal  diphtheria  were  admitted  during  the  year  with  43  and 
4  deaths  respectively.  This  represents  a  case  mortality  of  7.2  /0. 
In  1941.  there  were  578  cases  admitted  and  38  deaths  giving  a 

case  mortality  of  6.5%. 

Dysentery. 

During  the  outbreak  of  dysentery  already  described  on  page 
47  there8 were  258  cases  admitted  to  hospital  with  12  deaths 
giving6*6  case  mortality  of  4.6%.  Successful  use  was  made  of 
S ul phagu anidin e  in  treatment,  and  apart  from  its  curative  value 
it  also  reduces  the  time  taken  for  the  patient  to  become  completely 
free  from  infection. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  107  cases  admitted  in  1942,  with  no  deaths  as 
compared  with  124  cases  in  1941  with  one  death. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

16  cases  were  admitted  with  4  deaths  as  compared  with  _( 
cases  and  no  deaths  in  1941. 

Notification  of  Patients  Discharge. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  to  inform  the 
patient’s  general  practitioner  of  the  patient’s  discharge  from 
hospital.  This  is  now  done  by  letter  and  enables  such  follow  up 
of  cases  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  carried  out  and  gives  the  doctor 
details  as  to  the  patient’s  treatment  and  condition  on  discharge. 

Smallpox.  - 

During  the  year,  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  admitting 
any  possfble  ca^es  of  Smallpox  into  the  Hemhngton  Hospital 
and  the  inadvisability  of  treating  such  cases  m  the  West  Lane 
Hospital,  arrangements  were  made  for  such  cases  as  might  occur 
to  be  treated  at  the  Darlington  Smallpox  Hospital  and  the 
Auckland,'  Shildon  and  Willington  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital.

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It  will  be  seen  that  far  more  School  Children  have  been 
immunised  than  children  under  5  years  of  age.  Every  effort  is 
now  being  made  to  increase  the  number  of  children,  particularly 
pre-school  children,  who  have  been  immunised.  It  is  most 
important  that  all  children  over  the  age  of  12  months  should  be 
immunised  against  diphtheria,  its  value  is  already  well  publicised 
and  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  would 
occur  if  parents  were  to  take  advantage  of  the  full  facilities 
provided. 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  in  the  School  Clinic  and  in  all  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics.  In  addition  special  clinics  are  held  at  the 
North  Ormesby  and  Municipal  Hospital  First  Aid  Posts  on 
Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons  respectively.  Two  simple 
injections  only  are  required,  and  we  have  attempted  by  house 
to  house  visitation  by  Health  Visitors,  by  press  articles,  "posters, 
film  shows  and  other  methods  of  propaganda,  to  persuade  parents 
to  bring  their  children  for  immunisation,  but  with  very  little 
response  in  the  case  of  pre-school  children. 

Before  any  marked  reduction  in  the  incidence  occurs  at  least 
/5%  of  the  children  in  the  area  must  be  immunised.  Much  pain, 
suffering  and  loss  of  life  can  be  avoided  in  this  way,  and  it  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  the  position  will  be  markedly  improved 
during  the  next  12  months.  It  is  up  to  all  parents  to  assist  us 
in  this  matter  by  taking  full  advantage  of  the  free  facilities 
provided. 

CANCER. 

There  were  217  deaths  from  Cancer  in  Middlesbrough  during 
'  1942,  the  corresponding  number  for  1941  being  219. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr.  F.  J.  Henry,  is  responsible 
for  the  work  Outlined  in  this  Section. 

Incidence. 

Ihe  year  1942  showed  that  253  persons  were  notified  during 
the  twelve  months  as  having  acquired  Tuberculosis  in  one  form 
or  another.  This  is  an  increase  of  6  on  the  previous  year. 

181  were  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  72  had 
developed  Tuberculosis  of  parts  of  the  body  other  than  the  lungs. 

152  were  males  and  101  females. 


Deaths. 

106  persons  died  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year ; 
representing  a  decrease  of  36  as  compared  with  1941.  Of  those 
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who  died  from  Tuberculosis  96  were  males  and  70  were  females  ; 
134  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  32  from  Non-pulmonary 
disease.
